Toward tho upper pnrt of Barnugat Bay 


there is a little bay culled Mosquito Covo, 
and hery socms to bo tho mosquito's para- 
dise. Main- a yachting party has buen bo- 
culined oil! tho cove, und the tiilos told 
about that place aro mysterious. What 
they sull'or is evident in thu fuct that tho 
yachts take caro never to gut becalmed 
thero again.
